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MY ANSWER TO THE ATHEISTS

TALKED with a religious fanatic the 

other day in New York City. His name 
is Charles Smith, Founder and President of 
the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Atheism. It is to be questioned if 
there is a more fanatical zealot in the land 
today than this enthusiastic preacher of 
that peculiar brand of religion known as 
Atheism. It will be recalled that the State 
of New York granted the 4A’s a charter in 
1925. Their annual report which is just 
off the press contains an attack on Defend- 
ers in general and Winrod in particular. 


Atheism Is Religion 

Standing at the head of his cult, Mr. 
Smith is to modern Atheism what Eddy is 
to Christian. Science, Russell to Russellism, 
Blavatsky to Theosophy, Simmons to the 
Ku Klux Klan and Purnell to the House of 
David. He has a doctrinal statement, holds 
street meetings, distributes tracts, takes up 
collections, sends out missionaries, solicits 
donations and otherwise conducts himself 
like an experienced preacher. Out of the 
religious turmoil of the generation, Mr. 
Smith has emerged as the Fundamentalist 
spokesman of Atheism. Indeed, he has a 
ministerial appearance, wears a genial smile 
and I would not be surprised if at times in 
his life he has been guilty of the heretical 
practice of praying. He was all smiles, 
courteous, agreeable and talkative the day I 
saw him in May. 

When I called at his office down on Four- 
teenth street, I was obliged to wait a few 
minutes until a colored lady, apparently one 
of his converts, had finished speaking with 
him. After opening our brief conversa- 
tion I was immediately impressed with the 
fact that Mr. Smith is possessed of a deep 
religious instinct. This accounts for his 
ability to create a new sect. Every mortal 
possesses a worshipful nature. Wherever 
you find a human being you find him wor- 
shipping some kind of a god. If he has no 
god, he makes one, because the deepest im- 
pulses of his nature demand expression in 
worship. If there is no God, then from 
whence this universal heart-cry for God?

The atheist is a most religious creature. 
Unwittingly his Atheism becomes his re- 
ligion with which he tries to satisfy the 
cry of his soul for God. In other words a 
man has to be mighty religious to take the 
trouble to deny it. I am thinking of the 
young man who said, “Sure I am an atheist 
and I thank God for it.” The man who 
shouts his Atheism is simply telling you 
that he has a worshipful nature which he is 
trying to satisfy with a negation. When 
an atheist talks all the time about his 
Atheism you may well be suspicious of his 
unbelief. 

There is no more religious nation in the 
world today than Russia. Her Atheism has 
become her religion. The atheist may do 
peculiar things, he may frequently be 
absurd and ridiculous, often you will find 
him genuinely clownish. This is due to the 
fact that his is a case of abnormal psy- 
chology. Because he seeks constantly to 
squelch his inner nature, naturally he de- 
velops a mental complex which eventually 
makes him morbid in his outlook upon life. 


The Great God, Nothing 

Mr. Smith and his co-workers are effi- 
cient in organizing. They make constant 
use of epigrammatical phrases. With 
striking word pictures they dramatize God, 
the Devil, Heaven, Hell and their own great 
god Nothing, which they profess to wor- 
ship. Yes, they have a god about whom 
they constantly talk; his name is Nothing. 
They sing his songs, shout his praises, wor- 
ship at his shrine, beg for collections to 
support his cause and work themselves up 
into spasms of emotionalism equaled only 
by the colored camp-meetings of the South- 
land, the section of the country in which Mr. 
Smith was born and raised. 

Much of the emotional hullabaloo which 
this Prophet of the 4A cult now puts into 
his denomination is doubtless carried over 
from his earlier days when he was a Metho- 
dist growing up in the hills of Arkansas. 
He later went to Harvard to get an educa- 
tion and came out an atheist after spend-

Political leaders only re- 
flect the dominant feelings and desires of 
the masses. Therefore, it is of utmost im- 
portance that sentiment be molded along 
the lines of conscience and truth. 

The Wets have proved to be experts in 
the use of slogans. One of the first catch- 
phrases which they coined was “Prohibition 
Doesn’t Prohibit.” They repeated it so 
often that it soon became stamped in the 
public mind until many people finally be-

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The Two Mysteries

i the beginning of human history 
Satan has been a great counterfeiter, 
imposing upon the world that which is an 
imitation of the true and genuine. He came 
to Adam and Eve with an imitation of 
God’s promise, and ever since that day he 
has been endeavoring to overthrow the do- 
minion of God over man by counterfeiting 
His plans. 

Thus in the Scripture we find reference 
to the “mystery which for ages hath been 
hid in God” (Eph. 3:9) which refers to 
Christ and the body of believers comprising 
the Church, and the imitation of Satan “the 
mystery of lawlessness” (II Thess. 2:7) 
which is shown to be “Mystery, Babylon 
the Great, Mother of Harlots and of the 
Abominations of the Earth”. (Rev. 17:5). 
The first is the “mystery which hath been 
hid for ages and generations; but now hath 
it been manifested to His saints (Col. 1:26), 
the second is the “lawless one” who shall 
be manifested when the restraining power 
is removed (II Thess. 2:7-8). 


When Satan found that he could not de- 
stroy the mystery of Christ by the power 
of pagan persecution, he joined the church 
and proceeded to make it over into his own 
mystery. The more perfect the counterfeit 
the more easily are men deceived by it, so 
Satan realized that the more nearly he 


could make his system appear like the 
divine system, the easier would be his con- 
quest of humanity. 

So. he began with the very thing upon 
which the mystery of Christ is founded— 
LOVE (John 3:16). He emphasizes love, 
but makes men become lovers of themselves, 
lovers of pleasure and money rather than 
lovers of God. Instead of the true godli- 
ness of the Christian these lovers have “a 
form of godliness” (II Tim. 3:1-5), but they 
deny the power of the Holy Spirit to change 
their lives. 

Satan’s system of doctrine is called the 
“doctrine of devils” (I Tim. 4:1-2), the 
“deep things of Satan” (Rev. 2:24), in con- 
trast to “the doctrine of Christ” (II John 
9) and “the deep things of God” (I Cor. 


2:10). He even has his own “synagogue” 
(Rev. 2:9; 3:9), having “false apostles, de- 
ceitful workers, ministers who fashion 


themselves as ministers of righteousness” 
(II Cor. 11:13-15) with “another gospel.” 
We are told that God has angels; so also 
has Satan. God’s messengers are given 
power of signs and miracles; Satan’s mess- 
engers work lying signs and wonders. God 
the Father is replaced by the god of this 
world. Jesus the Son, the Prince of Peace 
is imitated by the prince of this world. The 
Holy Spirit gives way to the “spirit which 
now works in the children of disobedience.” 

God has plainly told of these devices of 
Satan in His Holy Word, so that we have no 
excuse for ignorance and for being deceived 
thereby (II Cor. 2:11). 

Temptation comes to mankind from three 
sources, “the lust of the flesh, the lust of 
the eyes, and the pride of life’ (I John 


2:16). Very early in the history of the 
church Satan began to work thus upon its 
members. Ananias and Sapphira yielded 
to the temptation of pride, as did Simon of 
Samaria. The Corinthian church was 
tempted to the vainglory of division and the 
lusts of the flesh. Demas forsook Christ, 
having loved this present world. The 
Galatian churches were “bewitched” to dis- 
sension and in Phillipi some preached Christ 
through envy and strife. Paul tells us that 
the mystery of lawlessness was beginning 
to work, and his last days were saddened 
by the knowledge that even though he had 
preached nothing but the gospel of a cruci- 
fied and risen Lord “all those in Asia are 
turned away from me”. (II Tim. 1:15). 

This same mystery of lawlessness is still 
working! Out of the depths of the pit it 
has come bringing its foul brood of “isms” 
which have cursed the world. It has 
brought its Nicolaitan theology of priestly 
organization; its devil’s righteousness of 
Modernism that can mock the nail pierced 
hands of the Son of God and scoff at the 
idea of a blood atonement; its Super-Man 
born of the illicit union of an insane men- 
tality and the spirit of the prince of the 
powers of darkness. The same spirit of 
self seeking which energized Ananias and 
Simon is still working out the fearful mys- 
tery which shall culminate in the Man of 
Sin, the terrible tribulation, and the Battle 
of Armageddon. 

Under the disguises of Christianity this 
filthy spirit from the regions of darkness 
has sought to destroy God’s plans for the 
redemption of humanity. The danger to the

ing a year there. He has also practiced 
law. It is said that he once contemplated 
entering the Christian ministry. 

Mr. Smith launched his religious system 
as the “Militant Foe of the Church and 
Clergy.” Looking upon him as fulfilling 
the messianic hopes of the atheists of all 
the ages, multitudes of believers in the re- 
ligion of unbelief began to flock to his sup- 
port. At last, the Prophet of Atheism had 
appeared on the earth. And lo, he had 
come out of the darkest of Bible-ridden 
“Arkansaw.” Yea, “Can any good thing 
come out of ‘Arkansaw’?” 

In presenting his messianic claims, the 
Prophet immediately announced, “We are 
going to undermine the Churches of Ameri- 
ca as certainly as time.” They started out 
at once to be flaming evangels of the new 
gospel of Nothingness to “save” America. 
“God is Nothing,” they shouted as they sang 
and worshipped. 

The 4A Program 

Within less than two years the sect had 
formed centers for Nothing worship in at 
least twenty colloges, the first group of 
converts being formed in Rochester Univer- 
sity where they called themselves by the 
imposing name, “Damned Souls.” Similar 
organizations were soon started even in 
some of the earth’s darkest spots such as 
the High Schools and State Universities of 
Kansas, Kentucky, Oklahoma, Texas and 
other places in the “Bible Belt.” No group 
of Epworth Leaguers have ever gone about 
their task with greater enthusiasm than 
have these High School and College stu- 
dents who are being trained to bring the 
light of Atheism to the masses who have 
been kept these many years in the bond- 
age of heathen, Christian darkness. 

Their supreme act of religious obedience 
is denial of God. This is the first great 
fundamental of the cult. Other funda- 
mentals follow in order and at tbe: present 
time they have five doctrinal statements in 
their statement of Fundamentalism. This 
slogan appears on their literature, “Kill the 
Beast.” They demand that the words “In 
God we trust” be taken from our coins. They 
want church property taxed, chaplains 
everywhere removed, repeal of laws enforc- 
ing Christian morals, abolition of oaths in 
courts, discontinuance of religious proclam- 
ations on holidays by leaders of govern- 
ment, exclusion of Bibles from all public 
schools, granting of divorce upon mere re- 
quest, teaching of evolution in all schools 
and the circulation of general knowledge 
about birth-control. One of the good 
brothers of the 4A official group has this 
to say, “Religion is dying, but so slowly 
that it may linger for a thousand years, 
blighting the life of man, unless organized, 
relentless war is waged against it on a vast 
scale. You are invited to become a soldier 
in the army for the liberation of humanity.” 
Hurrah! And, he continues, “Can you not 
enlist others under the 4A banner? To- 
gether let’s kill the Beast!” So you see we 
have an army of atheists marching out to 
convert the world—“Onward Atheist Sold- 
iers Marching as to War.” If this is not a 
religious system 1 do not know the mean- 
ing of words. 

Student branches have been formed in all 
parts of the country. Los Angeles High 
School students have banded themselves to- 
gether as “Devil’s Angels.” New York and 
Oklahoma City students chose the name 


“Society of the Godless” but later changed 
to “Truth Seekers.” In Philadelphia, High 
School children called themselves “God’s 
Black Sheep” while University of North 
Dakota students started marching away to 
war under the banner of “Legion of the 
Damned.” And soon and on! It is no use 
to deny the fact that this insulting sect is 
gaining ground among the young people of 
the land. 

Not satisfied to organize High School and 
College students, the 4A’s are going after 
the small children. The purpose of the 
Junior Atheist League is to capture the 
“boys and girls from seven to seventeen.” 
In one of their circulars we read, “Stress 
will be laid on forming branches in High 
Schools, as these will prepere students to 
serve as organizers of DAMNED SOULS 
SOCIETIES during college years, and for 
effective work thereafter in combating the 
Church. A comprehensive program has 
been arranged. The League will remove 
boys and girls from the evil influence of the 
clergy. It will encourage them to protest 
against Bible reading and religious wor- 
ship in public schools. * * * The attainment 
of happiness in this world rather than 
eternal bliss in a world to come shall be 
taught the rising generation as the chief 
end of man. Dispelling the illusions of im- 
mortality, the League will free our sons and 
daughters from the fear of hell and the 
hope of heaven.” 

Until recently, the president of the Junior 
Atheist League was a seventeen year old 
lad of Chester, Pennsylvania, by the name 
of Albert D. Bell. Having heard that 
Albert had renounced the organization and 
had found Jesus Christ to be his personal 
Saviour, I spoke to Mr. Smith about it.

HAVE before me a copy of the last re- 

port (published in May 1932) of the 
American Association for the Advancement 
of Atheism. It contains news, propaganda 
and blasphemy. We read, “It is too late: 
you can not stop the growth of unbelief. 
Religion is doomed. The future belongs to 
Atheism.” 


An Atheist’s Grave 


Turning to page 11, I find an article en- 
titled “Seeing Snakes,” together with a pic- 
ture of myself reprinted from the May 1931 
Defender taken when I was in the act of 
pointing down at a snake on the grave of 
Chester Bedell, at North Benton, Ohio. 
Atheists everywhere went into spasms in 
May of last year when I published the 
article “Snakes in an Atheist’s Grave.” 
Newspapers all over the country took up 
the story, usually printing the entire re- 
port frequently illustrating it with pictures. 
More than a score of religious magazines 
reprinted it. The Free Tract Society has 
circulated it by the tens of thousands and it 
has been translated into several languages. 
The 4A report reprints that part of the 
article which they find easiest to criticize 
and refer to it as being “trash.” Had they 
have been fair they would have printed the 
entire story, including my closing state- 
ment, “This is the story. I am not explain- 
ing it. I am only relating it as it has come 
to me.” 


On May 21, 1931 Mr. Joseph Lewis, presi- 
dent of the Freethinkers of America wrote 
me as follows: “Your article in a recent 
issue of The Defender, entitled ‘Snakes in 
an Atheist’s Grave’ is so palpably the re- 
sult of an infantile mentality that it needs 
no comment.” To which I replied, “Had the 
opinion expressed in your letter of May 21st 
been solicited your communication might 
have been in order.” 


The much discussed article began with a 
quotation from Ecclesiastes 10:8, “He that 
diggeth a pit shall fall into it; and whoso 
breaketh a hedge, a serpent shall bite him.” 
I then explained how a gentleman by the 
name of Mr. C. M. Crew came to me while I 
was conducting a meeting in Idaho “with 
one of the strangest stories I had ever 
heard, about an atheist in Ohio who was said 
to have been very bold, blatant and out- 
spoken against God and the Bible; a man 
who had defied the Supreme Being by say- 
ing ‘If there is a God my grave will be in- 
fested with snakes’.” Mr. Crew said that 
it was necessary to remove a snake from 
the grave before the casket could be low- 
ered. Mr. Crew told of how he had visited 
the grave while on a recent trip to Ohio, 
and said, “The sexton told me he had killed 
four big snakes at one time; never saw a 
snake at any other grave. I saw several 
holes in the ground at this grave.” 


I later received a letter from a man in Al- 
liance, Ohio, who explained that the Atheist 
was 82 years old when he died in 1908 and 
the letter continued, “Mr. Bedell said while 
living there was no God and never did be- 
lieve in One. He did not hesitate to speak 
of these things. Occasionally he attended 
the Presbyterian Church in his home town 
of North Benton, Ohio, and the members 
said it threw such a coldness over the people 
as soon as he entered, it almost broke up 
the meeting. He built the monument years 
before his death. His statue is of bronze 
and in his uplifted right hand is a scroll 
with this inscription, UNIVERSAL MEN- 
TAL LIBERTY. Under his left foot is a 


‘memories to me. 


scroll representing the Holy Bible with the 
inscription SUPERSTITION. Before his 
death he made this remark, ‘If there be a 
God or any truth in the Bible let my body 
be inhabited with snakes.’ Since his burial 
the family lot has been full of snake holes 
around the curbing. The snakes can be 
seen any day you visit the grave-yard. 
Last year twenty of us went out on the 30th 
of October and saw three snakes. The 
neighbors there say the more they kill the 
thicker they seem to be.” The gentleman 
in Alliance also told how a hired man who 
had worked on Bedell’s farm had often 
known him to invoke Satanic power through 
the avenue of prayer. 


My Visit to the Grave 


In April 1931 I visited the grave in per- 
son, accompanied by Mr. E. E. Flowers. We 
saw six garter and black snakes. Mr. 
Flowers killed one. I photographed one. 
The sexton told us he had killed four that 
morning, and had killed as many as twenty 
in a single day. We saw angry looking 
holes around the curbing. The May article 
concluded, “I was told by a neighbor that 
Bedell was in twenty-one law suits during 
his life and that he owned approximately 
twenty-five hundred acres of land in the 
community when he died. We were told 
that he once wrote a book and that his 
daughter, now a woman 75 years old, resid- 
ing in Berlin Center might have one. We 
called on her to inquire, and her answer was, 
‘No, [ wouldn’t have any of the old devil’s 
literature in the house’.” 

Two Preachers Speak 


In February of this year the Peoria Daily 
Star printed this entire story, illustrating 
it with the pictures of several snakes taken 
on the grave. The Star supplemented its 
article with the two following letters from 
pastors. Rev. F. E. Wines of Lissie, Texas 
writes, “The article by Gerald B. Winrod, 
‘Snakes in an Atheist’s Grave,’ revived old 
Several years ago it was 
my privilege to act as pastor of a small 
church near Deerfield, Ohio, a few miles 
from the snake-infested grave in the North 
Benton cemetery. The membership of the 
church was composed of many who had 
known Chet. Bedell and his family for years. 
From them I learned much about the 
‘infidel’ as he was called, though he was not 
an infidel only but an avowed atheist who 
often came to the little church and without 
an invitation took a place in the pulpit 
with the leader of the service. It was his 
highest delight to ridicule religion and ex- 
pose ‘superstition’ as he called it. Mr. 
Bedell had a good education and accumu- 
lated considerable wealth which together 
with his revolutionary and socialistic ideals 
kept the people in constant fear even though 
he pretended to be friendly to them. 

“A few years ago the grave was reopened 
with the object of exterminating the snakes 
but they only returned. It is remarkable 
that the snakes do not appear to be in the 
graves of the other members of the family 
which are located around his monument. 
The last time I visited the cemetery the 
snakes had made many holes in the corner 
where he was buried. But there were no 
signs of them in the other graves some of 
which were only a few feet away. 

“T trust that many may take warning 
from this judgment of God and guard our 
steps more closely that we may be found in 
the Faith when He shall call.” 

Rev. H. V. Summers of Upper Sandusky, 
Ohio says, “I received your clipping yes- 


terday. The matter about which it speaks 
is a very familiar one to me. The facts 
are exactly as stated in the paper except 
they do not say all that could be said of the 
meanness of the man. 

“T was to North Benton on October 28 
and found six snakes lying on the grave of 
this man. They were killed there by the 
custodian. He placed them on the head- 
stone and I photographed them. You may 
think how unusual it was to find these rep- 
tiles out as late as October 28th.” 


Local Citizens Object 


The 4A report calls the story “vile” and 
says, “We are not interested in whether or 
not there are snakes in an Atheist’s grave. 
What would it prove? The postmaster at 
North Benton writes to an inquiring reader 
of The Truth Seeker, as reported in its May 
issue, ‘All you read regarding the life and 
grave of Mr. Bedell is true except the snake 
story.’ But we are interested in under- 
standing and eliminating the type of mind 
so abysmally primitive as to issue and cir- 
culate as propaganda Evangelist Winrod’s 
vile appeal to the savagery remaining in the 
mind of men. Let no one think that such 
contemptible tracts do not help to preserve 
religion. Without lies, Christianity dies. 
The Defenders of the Christian Faith and 
their co-workers are a social menace.” 


I understand that some of the citizens of 
the little village of North Benton deplore 
the kind of publicity which the Bedell inci- 
dent has brought the community. I recall 
that the day I visited the grave the sexton 
was reluctant at first to talk freely. He 
launched into a tirade against preachers 
who were always bothering him. He gave 
me to understand that the publicity given 
the cemetery was not pleasant to persons 
who were expecting to bury their loved ones 
there. However, as the conversation pro- 
gressed, he became more friendly and after 
I gave him a one dollar “tip.” He spoke 
freely but requested me not to quote him. 
This explanation may explain why some 
have failed to get a satisfactory explanation 
when they visited the place. Out of re- 
spect for the wishes of the sexton the only 
words of his that I quoted in the May De- 
fender were, “I don’t know, maybe the Lord 
did have something to do with it.” These 
were his exact words to myself and Mr. 
Flowers. Of course, he said a great deal 
more. 

I repeat however, what I wrote in my 
original article, “I am not explaining it. I 
am only relating it as it has come to me.” 


Hysterics 

The Association for the Advancement of 
Atheism may go into another fit of hys- 
terics when they hear the following story. 
While I was in Porto Rico recently, I heard 
about an Island which is called the “Wicked- 
est city in the West Indies.” The name of 
it is Martinique. 

In 1902 missionaries were trying to work 
on the Island and they were subjected to all 
manner of persecution by the natives. On 
this Island there is a volcano. On Good 
Friday preceding the disaster. which took 
40,000 lives, the moral degradation of the 
community was such that the natives actual- 
ly crucified a pig and carried it through the 
streets, its blood dripping down on the sands 
in mockery of the shed blood of Christ. The 
missionaries barely escaped with their lives. 
As if the community had touched a live wire, 
the voleano began belching its molten lava 
and parts of the Island ran knee-deep with 
the burning substance, with the result that 
40,000 lives were taken. 

The Atheists will likely say a “coinci- 
dence.” It may have been. But, it may 
have been the wrath of God.

gan to believe it and Prohibition was weak- 
ened just that much. The Wets have per- 
sistently hammered public thinking since 
the day the Law was enacted until now an 
avalanche of opposition has been created, 
and everyone knows that there is grave 
danger of the old saloon coming back. 

Those of us who want to see our young 
people spared the dangers of the old saloon 
—those of us who know what a menace 
alcohol is to the poor and laboring classes 
—those of us who do not want to see 
America take a cowardly, backward step— 
those of us who want to see our land made 
the safest and best possible place in which 
to live during these “perilous times,” MUST

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Thinking Things Through

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XIV TOBACCO 


From a reader of The Defender I re- 
cently received some questions on this sub- 
ject. I was asked what I thought about 
its use. Well, this is a “thing;” suppose 
we try to “Think It Through.” Its use by 
men and women, and even by preachers, 
seemed to be very prevalent in the com- 
munity where the writer of the inquiries 
lived. Some used it there for the tooth- 
ache, some as a dentifrice, and others for 
smoking, chewing, etc., and gave as a justi- 
fication for such use that God made it and 
He must have intended it to be used in that 
way. I suggested to him seven reasons 
for not so using it. 

1. It is a filthy habit. I have never heard 
any one deny this. Christians especially 
are to be clean, even holy vessels, sacred to 
the service of God; why make ourselves 
filthy vessels in this way? 

2. It is an expensive wasteful habit. Both 
of these points are axiomatic. Many living 
on the community will have their tobacco, 
if their children go without food. This 
point naturally leads to the next; it makes 


us 
3. Unfaithful stewards. Read Luke 16:1- 





12. The meaning is perfectly plain. The 
“steward,” (and that means every one of 
us), “was accursed of wasting his master’s 
goods.” As sure as he was called to give 
an account, so certainly will we have to 
answer. 

4. Tobacco blunts the moral and spiritual 
sensibilities. Many may not understand 
this, but it is a drug like cocaine and opium, 
though not as strong. A tobacco user will 
never have as fine a perception of moral and 
spiritual values as he would if he would 
let the drug alone. Nearly all criminals use 
tobacco; easier for them. Many things 
God made have a use other than for man to 
eat. He made the grass, but we don’t eat 
it! Better use the tobacco for “sheep-dip,” 
lice, fleas and ticks on animals. This is for 
external use; the internal use of it often 
kills the animals, and sometimes the men 
who apply it. The smell of it on a man 
makes me want to run sometimes; maybe 
it would make a flea flee! Let us be 
ashamed to use it. 

5. It belongs to the “works of the flesh,” 
and we are commanded to “crucify the 
flesh,” and “mortify the deeds of the body.” 
Nowhere are we taught to indulge our 
sinful appetities. 

6. A bad example. To the young espe- 
cially, but to all as well. If not too far 
gone we would see and feel this. 

7. Jesus would not so use it if He were 
here today. No one can picture Him so do- 
ing; He would cease to be the Saviour to 
any of us. Then why should I? We repre- 
sent or misrepresent Him. 
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The Olivet Discourse and the Seven Seals

Jesus in the Olivet discourse (Matt. 24) 
gives His pencil sketch of that which He 
gave to the apostle John over 60 years later 
in the book of Revelation, which is the fin- 
ished painting. If we study the perfected 
painting first, we can the more easily dis- 
cern the briefer outlines of the sketch. It 
is significant that John, though present, 
does not record Christ’s Olivet discourse; 
but instead gives a whole book in answer to 
the same questions that brought forth the 
Olivet sermon, viz. “When shall these things 
be? and what shall be the sign of thy com- 
ing and the end of the world (age) ?” (Matt. 
24:3). 


“The Apocalypse of Jesus Christ” (Rev. 
1:1) is translated by Weymouth in 1 Cor. 
1:7; II Thess. 1:7; I Pet. 1:7, 18, by the “re- 
appearing of Jesus Christ.” This gives the 
title to the book which is “The Revelation 
or Reappearing of Jesus Christ” Himself, as 
He shall return to reign in glory over the 
whole earth. 


After Jesus gives a comprehensive de- 
scription of the church period in the first 
three chapters of Revelation, He next gives 
the signs that precede His return and the 
end of this age. John is called up into 
heaven “to be shown the things which must 
be hereafter” (Rev. 4:1). These things are 
hidden in a book sealed with seven seals, 
which when broken, reveal the events that 
must occur as the signs of Christ’s Return 
and the end of this Christian dispensation 
and the beginning of the Millennium. 


The White Horse 


The breaking of the first seal brings 
forth a white horse which is called forth 
with the voice of thunder showing great 
urgency. White is heaven’s color—denot- 
ing purity. White garments are the cloth- 
ing of Christ and the saints (Mk. 9:3; Rev. 
3:5; 6:11; 7:9; 19:8, 11, 14). When Jesus 
comes forth as the mighty conqueror in 
Rev. 19:11, He is on a white horse. His 
army that follows Him, which are the 
“called and chosen and faithful” (Rev. 17: 
14) are “upon white horses, clothed in fine 
linen, white and clean” (Rev. 19:14). All 
of the martyrs, described under the fifth 
seal are given white robes which we see 
them wearing before the throne after a lit- 
tle season (Rev. 6:11; 7:9). So we make 
no mistake in saying that this is Christ’s 
great missionary army riding “forth con- 
quering, and to conquer” to speedily evan- 
gelize the world. It corresponds to the sign 
given by Jesus in His pencil sketch in Matt. 
24:14. “And this gospel of the kingdom 
shall be preached in all the world for a wit- 
ness unto all the nations; and then shall the 
end come.” Jesus says this in answer to 
their question, “What shall be the sign of 
thy coming and the end of the world?” 
“You fulfill my commission,” says Jesus 
“and then shall the end come.” (Matt. 28: 
18-20; Acts 1:8.) 


Sign of The End 


Now Jesus gives the evangelizing (not 
converting) of the world as a sign of the 
end. The preaching of the gospel from 
Pentecost 30 A. D. to the present time is a 
historical fact, but it is no sign. We have 
witnessed a particular sign however, in re- 
cent years as observed in the great mission- 
ary movements of the church to, “Evan- 
gelize the world in this generation.” What 
a thrill has gone throughout the Christian 
forces of the world as great evangelistic 
enterprises have been born for the purpose 
of speeding up world evangelization. These 


white horses, remember, are “globe trot- 
ters.” Not only have believers at large been 
quickened, but the heathen world has felt 
the divine contact in the enlargement of 
the missionary work in their midst. While 
Modernism and worldliness have slowed 
down the work of the large societies, yet 
in the Laodicean Church age of spiritual 
declension, God is using individuals who 
under the leadership of the Holy Spirit, like 
Paul Rader, Gerald B. Winrod, Russell 
Morse and others who are promoting great 
movements for world evangelization. 


Note, the Philadelphian Church age goes 
to the end of even the Laodicean period like 
a golden thread to “that hour of trial which 
shall come upon the whole world” (Rev. 
3:10). This cannot refer to the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem by the Romans for this 
hour of trial comes “upon the whole world.” 
The Holy Spirit is scattering through the 
needy fields millions of Testaments to do 
their silent but effective work. This white 
horse rider is crowned of heaven and with 
its bow shoots its arrows that bring con- 
viction as they did at Pentecost when the 
hearers “were pricked in the heart.” He 
goes on “conquering and to conquer,” that 
is, conquers one that he may conquer an- 
other, etc. He cannot be the Antichrist who 
is spoken of as the “abomination of deso- 
lation” in the pencil sketch and John says 
he is “a scarlet colored beast” (Rev. 17:3). 
Jesus would not mix His figures so terribly 
as that. Why should not the first seal rep- 
resent foreign missions for there is nothing 
more precious in God’s eyes. 


The Red Horse of War 


At the opening of the next seal a Red 
Horse, the color of blood comes forth. His 
characteristics are (1) to “take peace from 
the earth” which he had done so effectively 
that it seems impossible to have it return. 
This means a world war for it is taken from 
the earth. (2) To do this “they were to 
kill one another” (3) and that this may be 
done “there was given unto him a great 
sword—great weapons of destruction. Ev- 
ery item of this description had been car- 
ried out in “the world war” for every na- 
tion was drawn into it directly or indirectly. 
And surely the weapons of war were great. 
It agrees with Christ’s pencil sketch, “Na- 
tion shall rise against nation and kingdom 
against kingdom” (Luke 21:10) which 
means certainly a world war. 


The Black Horse 


“T beheld, and lo a black horse; and he 
that sat on him had a pair of balances in 
his hand.” “And I heard a voice in the 
midst of the four beasts say, A measure of 
wheat for a penny and three measures of 
barley for a penny, and see thou hurt not 
the oil and the wine (Rev. 6:5,6).” There is 
nothing destructive about this rider. Ev- 
erything is being conserved, even to the 
oil and the wine. It follows the red horse 
of a bloody destructive war. All heaven is 
in deep sympathy with this rider for it 
concerns every family on earth. 

In the third year of the war it became 
apparent to the leaders on both sides that 
victory would come to that side which had 
the greatest endurance, not only in men 
but in food also. The cry was taken up, 
“Food will win the war.” Every nation 
commenced to conserve food. Herbert Hoo- 
ver, our worthy President, was appointed 
Food Commissioner February 1, 1917. This 
Black Horse rider with the balances in his 
hands, to weigh out thirty pounds of white 
flour to each home, went to every home 


potentially in this nation. They were to 
mix the wheat flour with the barley, thus 
making war bread. There were “meatless” 
and “sugarless” days, etc. This was done 
not because there was scarcity of food here 
but to feed the millions who were produc- 
ing nothing, but were killing one another in 
the war zone. Jesus’ remedy for the wound- 
ed is given in Luke 10:34—“The Samaritan 
went to the wounded man and bound up his 
wounds, pouring in oil and wine.” The 
most distressing thing about the world war 
was the wounded, so Jesus, the compas- 
sionate, said, “see thou hurt not the oil and 
the wine.” This Black Horse rider not only 
conserves food all over the earth but he 
looks after the wounded through the Red 
Cross and wives and sweethearts who ral- 
lied to the support “pouring in the oil and 
wine” to heal. 


The Pale Horse 


This Pale Horse is the fearful picture of 
that which Jesus in his sketch calls “pesti- 
lences” (Luke 21:11). It is so translated 
here by Weymouth and in the margin of the 
American Revised Version. It follows these 
other horses, being linked with the Red and 
Black in the statement, “And power was 
given unto them over the fourth part of the 
earth to kill with sword, and with hunger, 
and with death (pestilence), etc.” That is, 
to kill with the great sword of the Red 
Horse rider, and the famine of the Black 
Horse, which Jesus says in his sketch was 
to be “in divers places” (Matt. 24:7), which 
has proven so true, for relief is still re- 
quired for China. Then by the pestilence 
of the Pale Horse, while Jesus uses the 
plural (Luke 21:11) which has proven true, 
yet one great scourge alone has revealed to 
us the passing of the Pale Horse, viz. the 
Spanish Influenza which took the terrible 
toll of twenty-five millions within a few 
months. No such scourge has ever been 
known except it may be the black plague 
of the middle centuries, says an eminent au- 
thority. The Flu commenced in von Hin- 
denberg’s Army (the war zone) which cov- 
ered one-fourth part of the earth and ex- 
tended over the entire earth. Who can ex- 
plain it? More than twice as many were 
taken by flu as were killed in the World 
War. 


Fourth Part of the Earth 


This “fourth part of the earth” links 
these last three horses together. While 
the World War involved directly or indi- 
rectly every nation, yet it was only in one- 
fourth part (the war zone) that “they 
killed with the sword.” While food was 
conserved over the entire world, yet it was 
only the fourth part where the hungry were 
fed. And while the pestilence was in divers 
places, yet it was the Flu that went over the 
earth came out of the German army in the 
war zone. This peculiarity of these three 
horses and the fulfillment of them even to 
the minutest point makes it almost certain 
that they have passed or are passing. All 
three are connected with the whole earth, 
yet all are closely connected with one-fourth 
part of the earth. Nothing was said about 
famine with the Black Horse until it reach- 
es the fourth part in verse eight. There 
were many attempts to take the war out 
of Europe and Turkish and Russian Asia, 
which is just one-fourth of the earth’s 
surface, 13,000,000 square miles out of 52,- 
000,000 and about 425,000,000 of population 
out of 1,700,000,000 of the earth’s popula- 
tion; but every effort failed. God said one- 
fourth and one-fourth it remained! 


These are signs given by Jesus to show 
“that He is nigh, even at the door,” and are 
not judgments upon an impenitent world 
like the blowing of the trumpets or the 
pouring out of the vials of wrath that later 
bring the END. These are signs just be- 
fore the Rapture; the others follow.

ally, spiritually and economically from 
these centuries of Roman Catholic oppres- 
sion. 

In the larger cities conditions are some- 
what different from what you find in the 
interior and rural districts. Having had 
greater intellectual advantages in the cit- 
ies, many have renounced the foolish prac- 
tices, silly observances of holy days, and 
saint-worshipping of Rome. These people, 
having had no better religion to turn to, 
have gone into unbelief and atheism or 
spiritualism, while others have become in- 
different to everything pertaining to God 
and divine worship. Rome is not holding 
the rising generation of educated Porto 
Ricans. 

True, some of the Protestant denomina- 
tions have labored on the Island several 
years, notably the Disciples, Methodists, 
Baptists, Presbyterians and Congregation- 
alists. But they have drawn to themselves 
only the poor, down-trodden element, be- 
cause of Rome’s opposition and ability to 
prejudice the upper classes. The weak, 
struggling churches have had an uphill pull 
ever since the Island was opened to the 
Gospel. 

And, I am sorry to report that Modern- 
ism is doing its deadly work even among 
those frail churches and pastors. Some 
men have come from Porto Rico to the 
States to get an education and train for 
the ministry, only to imbibe the poison gas 
of rationalism and take it back to the de- 
nominational circles of the Island. I may

I am touring this beautiful country with 
a burdened heart for far-away Porto Rico. 

The contrast is so startling! 

This is the famous America of oppor- 
tunity, the promised land of illustrious 
democracy where great patriots shed their 
blood that their children might have a safe 
place to live and dedicate their talents to 
the fruitful arts of peace. The Bible was 
the basis of this Republic and all Americans 
have been in contact with the Word of God 
some time in their lives. Some may have 
sinned away their day of salvation, but 
they all have the blessings that come from 
the privilege of living among God’s law- 
abiding citizens who pray daily for their 
fellow-citizens and for the welfare of their 
native country. When a Christian in this 
United States sings “Faith of Our Fathers” 
he is bringing back to his memory the faith 
that warmed the hearts of the men who 
built this huge civilization with God as 
their first love. : 

But how could a Porto Rican sing “Faith 
of Our Fathers” and not remember the su- 
perstition that enslaved and rendered mis- 
erable the lives of our ancestors and is still 
scourging us under the curse of Roman 
Catholicism? Romanism is mild in _ this 
country, but in dear Porto Rico and in all 
Latin American countries Rome is cruel. 
Her teachings hurt human conscience in a 
way that only the power of the Gospel can 
heal. Right now my Island is being cru- 
saded by Romanism in a united effort to 
check the influence of our ministry in be- 
half of the Truth as it came through our 
peerless Lord of Glory. Great buildings are 
being built with money that says “In God 
We Trust” to teach Porto Rican boys to 
kiss the priest’s hand and to instill in his 
heart a superstitious belief that places a 
man (the Italian Pope) on the throne that 
belongs only to the Saviour, our Lord Jesus 
Christ. My people pray, say prayers to 
idols that do not hear, that are silent and 
That is 
the reason why so many cultured Porto 
Ricans are atheists and mock at all reli- 
gions. For they think that all religions are 
like the stuff they have seen always. That 
is the reason why the countryman in my 
native land is in a desperate condition. 
There is no God that may answer his pray- 
ers, and what is worse, he (the poor but 
worthy “Jibaro”) does not know how to 
pray; and lives without ambition, hope or 
faith, a dull existence that is worse than 
death itself. 

But my people, like the Arab of the des- 
ert, welcome the coming of a brighter day. 
We, the Christians of Porto Rico, have dis- 
covered that the Gospel changes the inte- 
rior, the moral being of our countrymen, 
and gives them sunshine and happiness. 
Christians work harder and live (physically 
and morally) cleaner lives in my Island. 
They pray day and night. They develop 
themselves and contribute cheerfully to the 
uplift of the territory in all aspects of 
progress. 

The most grateful Porto Rican hearts are 
Christians. They like America and are 
loyal to her institutions and wish to fel- 
lowship with this brave people as workers 
for the maintenance of peace, freedom and 
law upon the earth. 

A Porto Rican Christian can offer a very 
intelligent co-operation to the American 
government. He struggles to make out of 


that tropical territory a bright, delicious 
spot where other Latin countries may see 
what can be done under the leadership of 
Evangelical United States. The work un- 
dertaken by America in Porto Rico can be 
hastened if the Gospel is given to the na- 
tive. This is the Power that can awaken 
the unusual gifts that are dormant in the 
soul of each person down there. 

How can we reach Porto Rican hearts 
with the light of the Gospel? The Defend- 
ers’ plan is the most effective. It works. 
We go from city to city, from district to 
district in the rural area, and we ring the 
Gospel like a bell that goes deep in the 
mind and conscience of the people. In all 
cases it brings results.

HY do we have War? Why did the Greek

Carry Nation Smashed My Saloon 





Four Kansas women had suffered because 
of the old saloon. Their homes had been 
brutally assaulted by his Satanic Majesty, 
King Alcohol. These women came from 
humble walks of life. They were devout 
Christians, honest and sincere in their con- 


victions. Their names were, Mrs. Evans, 
Mrs. Wilhoite, Miss Muntz, and Mrs. 
Nation. 


I am not proud of it, but at the time 
this story begins I was a bar-tender. I 
was operating the largest saloon in Wich- 
ita, known as “FOUR-TEN” because it 
was located at 410 East Douglas Avenue. 
I had drifted into sin, although I had pre- 
viously experienced a real conversion, as a 
young man, back in Missouri. My “joint” 
had sold liquor to the husbands and rela- 
tives of these good women. No one can 
tell me about the alleged advantages of 
the open saloon; I have seen too many 
lives wrecked: too many homes destroyed; 
too much suffering among the poor and 
middle classes of people. I know that alco- 
hol is the supreme enemy of the laboring 
man, the propaganda of the “wets” to the 
contrary notwithstanding. If the 18th 
Amendment is ever repealed, the poor and 
laboring classes will be the first to suffer. 


These four ladies were holding a cottage 
prayer meeting in the humble apartments 
of Mrs. Evans in the old Sickler Building 
of Wichita. They got up from their knees 
determined to enforce the laws of Kansas 
against the saloons, the crooked politicians 
having failed in performing their duties. 
The women agreed among themselves to 
come down to my place and smash things 
up, regardless of the risk. As they were 
leaving the door of Mrs. Evans’ apartment 
to step into the hall, Mrs. Carry Nation no- 
ticed a hatchet in the box of kindling wood. 
Picking it up, she said, “I’m going to take 
this.” They came directly to my saloon 
and this was the beginning of the famous 
hatchet crusade. A picture of the original 
hatchet may be seen on this page. This 
is the hatchet of the kindling box, the 
hatchet of the fight against the saloon busi- 
ness, the hatchet which captured the think- 
ing of the world, the most famous hatchet 
in the world. Thank God for that hatchet! 

For fourteen years it hung on the walls 
of the Wichita Police Station, but some 
years ago it was given by the offi- 
cial action of the Mayor and City Commis- 
sioners to Mrs. Myra McHenry of Wich- 
ita, whose property it is today. Mrs. Mc- 
Henry, now 84 years old, was a co-worker 
with Mrs. Nation during those busy years 
and no two people were more responsible 
for the coming of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment than those two noble souls. The 
women of the nation started right in fight- 
ing the saloon—they began on their knees. 
It was this element of sincerity that closed 
the saloons of the land and law enforcement 
today needs the same guiding influence. 

For a vivid description of what took 
place at “Four-Ten” that day, turn with 
me to the Wichita Daily Beacon. Last No- 
vember, (1931) a reporter called on me and 
asked me to relate the incident. A story 
was published in The Beacon, from which 
the following extract is taken: 

“Winrod’s reflections were rudely inter- 
rupted by the sound of smashing glass in 
the front parlor of the place which was 
partitioned off from the bar proper, and 
which carried a counter display of bottled 
goods. 

“Mr. Winrod says: 

“‘T came around the bar and past the par- 
tition to see what was going on. 

“T was just in time to see a cloud of 


glass splinters and the tail of a dress dis- 
appearing through the other opening in 
the bar room. 

“Some other women were coming in. I 
heard smashing at the bar, so I went in 
there. 


“‘There was Carry Nation, and how that 
woman could swing a hatchet! Our fine, 
thin-stemmed glasses, bottles—all were dis- 
appearing from the back bar and the reek 
of alcohol was in the air. I folded my 
arms, stood still and watched. What else 
could I do? 

“Occasionally she would pause and take 
a smash at our back bar mirror—our pride 
and joy. Twenty feet long, it was. 

“Tt didn’t take her long. The other 
women were out in front finishing the 
work she had started there. I was a man 
abandoned in a sea of furious femininity. 
I don’t believe any other modern man has 
seen anything like it. I couldn’t believe it 
was possible and I was so bewildered by 
conflicting emotions I couldn’t do anything. 

“Bless the heaven-sent instinct that kept 
me from trying to do anything, for those 
women were certainly serious about this 
business. 

“‘Well, they left. First the wind and 
then the whirlwind. By the time the own- 
er of our saloon got there, such a crowd of 
customers jammed the place it took that 
fat, roly-poly little man almost half an 
hour to get to the bar. 

“«*T don’t know that he realized what had 
happened for some time. He finally awoke 
to the situation, however, and took advan- 
tage of it. 

“‘Far from ruining business, Carry Na- 
tion had provided the best advertisement 
we'd ever had! 

“‘Of course, that single blow might 
have been the turning point in the prohibi- 
tion fight that drove saloonkeepers and bar- 
tenders out of business, but right then it 
didn’t look like anything but a godsend. 

“‘We didn’t clean up a bit of the wreck- 
‘age Carry Nation created. People came 
from as far away as New York to drink 
over the famous bar she had smashed. 
They treasured bits of debris—the tiniest 
bits. We sold souvenirs of broken glass. It 
was a mark of distinction as a traveler to 
have a relic of that sort. Why, I still keep 
a sizeable mirror made out of a splinter 
of that old back bar glass.’ 


“But Bartender Winrod lived to see the 
day when temperance and the dry cause 
was in the ascendancy. Even much earlier 
he learned the futility of the careless ways 
of dissipation.” 

When those women had finished that day 
it looked like a Kansas cyclone had hit the 
place. They literally pulverized our putrid, 
palatial quarters. Mrs. Nation led the 
brigade and when the women left we were 
about demolished. 

These women had suffered from our busi- 
ness. They all had husbands, sons or other 
relatives who had been tortured by the evils 
of drink. Their homes had been damaged 
or wrecked, their children were in rags and 
hungry because of the saloon business and 
when corrupt politics failed to correct the 
wrongs from which they were suffering, 
they had no other recourse than to take the 
law in their own hands. It required cour- 
age to do what they were doing but they 
were actuated by sincere and noble motives. 
Deep in my heart I admired them that 
day. A man asked me why I didn’t stop 
them and my answer (which was often 
quoted later) was, “I wouldn’t hit a wom- 
an.” Somehow when Carry Nation came 
around she put us saloon keepers on the 
run. 

‘Her presence had a similar effect on 
corrupt politicians. This pun went the 
rounds in those days. A boastful politician 
was always telling what he would do if that 
woman ever came around him. He would 
do so and so! One day, sitting in his 
home, he thought he heard a knock at the 
door and told his small daughter to go see 
who it was. Opening the door, she shouted 
back, “Imagination, Papa.” To which he 
answered, “Carry Nation! Good heavens! 
Bring me my hat!” 

I have investigated and so far as I can 
learn our saloon was the first and only ene 
Mrs. Nation ever completely smashed up. 
The noise of the crashing glass had hardly 
ceased when the entire country began talk- 
ing about it. At “Four-ten” she fired a 
gun that was to be heard around the world. 
Instantly she became world famous. From 
all parts of the United States telegrams 
came pouring in asking her to come and 
lecture. 

The hatchet suddenly became a national 
emblem for the Prohibition forces. In a 
short time people were seen everywhere 
wearing little hatchets made into stick-pins 
on their coats and dresses. 

Somehow, as I turned back to the coun- 
ter and began dishing out the slop to the 
crowd after Mrs. Nation had gone, I got 
a sick feeling around the heart. I felt dis- 
gusted. As I looked into the faces of those

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The World Bank in the 
Light of Prophecy

“And he causeth all, both small and 
great, rich and poor, free and bond, to re- 
ceive a mark .... that no man might buy 
or sell, save he that had the mark, or the 
name of the beast.” Revelation 13:16-17. 

For the first time in the history of the 
world we are seeing today how this pro- 
phecy with reference to the “mark of the 
beast” could be fulfilled. If the teaching 
offered in this brief article seems a little 
fantastic at first glance, the writer re- 
spectfully requests that the reader shall 
be slow to exercise prejudice, but will ex- 
amine the depth of available evidence and 
consider carefully the facts submitted. 


Out of the present financial chaos one 
thing is rapidly emerging—A WORLD 
BANK with headquarters in Basle, Switz- 
erland. The large central banks of 25 
countries are the stockholders. These huge 
banking systems are pooling their resources 
in order to brace the various nations against 
future financial depression and collapse, 
and at the same time the idea is to protect 
the capitalistic countries against Moscow’s 
program and propaganda of world-wide 
Communism. By international monetary 
cooperation the nations hope to stabilize 
the finances of the western world. So dur- 
ing the last couple of years “International- 
ism in monetary matters” has become the 
slogan among the leaders in world finance. 
“Cooperation” is the big word of the hour. 
Men regard this as a great achievement, but 
prophetic students understand something of 
the demonized genius which is at work be- 
hind the scenes. 

Created primarily as a medium for the 
paying of War debts, the World Bank has 
extended far beyond this narrow sphere 
of action, as evidenced ky the report of 
President Gates McGarrah which was giv- 
en at the annual meeting of the directors 
six weeks ago. Some bankers, jealous of 
their power, protested when they saw the 
Bank becoming more than an institution for 
the handling of War debts but their ob- 
jections availed nothing. Bankers every- 
where are now becoming reconciled to the 
idea that this great central HUB is certain 
to dominate the finances of western civili- 
zation. Already, the World Bank is being 
called “THE CASH REGISTER OF THE 
WORLD.” 

A prominent journal says in its Finance 
Section, “Depression drove President Hoo- 
ver to put Reparations back again into pol- 
itics with his Moratorium. Thereupon 
German payments ceased and BIZ (“Bank 
fur Internationalen Zahlungsausgleich”’— 
German) would have had to shut up shop 
had it been only or mainly the cash register 
of Reparations. Instead BIZ has never been 
busier than at present and is today the 
World Bank.” Demon intelligences, behind 
the scenes, have evolved the World Bank to 
its present position. 

Notice the following extracts from the 
annual report of the President. He said, 
“Events have shown to what extent our 
monetary systems, both great and small, 
(John in Revelation 13:16 says ‘small and 
great’) have become interdependent. In- 
ternationalism in monetary matters is now 
not merely a theory but an accomplished 
fact!” He then refers to the “unity in 
international finance, which ignores politi- 
cal and geographical frontiers.” He con- 
tinues, “This inter-dependence is not con- 
fined to the field of finance, but penetrates 
much farther into the whole economic 
structure of various countries ... All the 


evidence available leads to the conclusion 
that any hope that a single country may 
achieve prosperity apart from the rest of 
the world would indeed be based on an in- 
secure foundation.” 

Mr. McGarrah then makes the amazing 
declaration that all nations should prepare 
for “MONETARY RECONSTRUCTION 
....+ WHICH WILL BE AS INDISPENSI- 
BLE AFTER THE WORLD CRISIS (the 
depression) AS AFTER THE WORLD 
WAR.” This confirms what I said as soon 
as the financial depression hit the world in 
1929; my statement was that finances would 
never be the same again, that a revolution 
of world finances was inevitable. The pro- 
phecies indicate that there is coming ex- 
actly what Mr. McGarrah advocates, “MON- 
ETARY RECONSTRUCTION.” 

In the May 23rd issue of the newsmaga- 
zine, “Time” we read this interesting par- 
agraph, “Since Gates McGarrah has sat 
for two whole years at the nerve center of 
World Depression his recommendations 
weightily point a way for the Lausanne 
Conference, postponed from January to late 
June. At Lausanne, Germany will assert 
her total inability to pay Reparations, 
either now or at any future time; and the 
imminence of U. S. elections will have 
strengthened the U. S. Congress’ resolve 
not to cancel War Debts. Therefore the 
Lausanne statesmen will be under terrific 
pressure, perhaps under a pressure suffi- 
cient to squeeze them together into a Capi- 
talist International. Though the motto 


‘ALL FOR ONE AND ONE FOR ALL’ 
sounds somewhat daring when aplied to in- 
ternational finance, it had achieved last 
week at Basle a most eminent, conservative, 
historic sponsorship.” 


If what I am about to say seems fantas- 
tic, please make the best of it, but mark 
you, the day is not far removed when an 
international currency will be created, and 
coins minted in central Europe at the 
heart-center of the Old Roman Empire, will 
have universal circulation. These coins will 
be eventually stamped by a Superman who 
will then be president of the World Bank. 
The world will regard him as being the 
world’s leader in politics, statesmanship, in- 
dustry, war, philosophy and finance, but 
Bible students will recognize him as the 
“Anti-Christ,” the “Man of Sin,” the final 
Masterpiece of Satan. In the end of this 
age this dark Personage will revive the 
Old Roman Empire, set up his own system 
of religion and politics and gag the western 
world in the most powerful dictatorship 
ever known. Such a man is coming. The 
stage being set, Anti-Christ will soon ap- 
pear. “Tribulation” and Armageddon will 
follow, the Bride of Christ will be trans- 
lated and Jesus Christ will return to this 
planet about seven years later. John has 
this further word to say about the coming 
Superman. “Here is wisdom. Let him that 
hath understanding count the number of 
the beast; for it is the number of a man; 
and his number is Six hundred three score 
and six.” Revelation 13:18. 
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Why | Wrote “Tainted Contacts”

i glows the month of May, 1931, when I 
was on active duty in the Second Corps 
Area as Assistant Adjutant General, I worte 
a thesis entitled: “The Relationship of the 
Federal Council of Churches to Appoint- 
ments in the Chaplain’s Reserve.” 

From that thesis we copy the following: 
“Under existing War Department Regula- 
tions, and in order to standardize the in- 
dorsement of candidates for appointments 
as Chaplains in the Officers Reserve Corps 
by the religious denominations, certain 
agencies are specified which will endorse 
the candidates. Among these agencies is 
the Federal Council of Churches which 
works through The General Committee on 
Army and Navy Chaplains, Woodward 
Bldg., Washington, D. C. 

“The Army and Navy of these United 
States functions by authority of Congress 
with the President as its Commander who 
in turn operates through subordinate agen- 
cies in executing the authority delegated to 
it by Congress. It is therefore axiomatic 
that success in executing the said authority 
demands loyalty and fidelity on the part of 
each arm or branch of either service. Be- 
lieving this premise to be fundamentally 
sound it is now proposed to examine the 
Federal Council of Churches to see if its 
aims, objects and activities are such, as in- 
terpreted by its officials, as entitle it to 
submit candidates for any branch of gov- 
ernmental service. 

“Said Council professes to speak for 
twenty-eight religious denominations hav- 
ing a membership of over twenty million 
and a constituency of twice this number. 
It is supposed to be controlled by a member- 
ship of about four hundred who are offi- 
cially delegated to it by the denominations. 
Each denomination is entitled to four mem- 
bers and one additional member for every 
fifty thousand communicants. These mem- 
bers, living in remote sections of the coun- 
try, have little or no voice in the control 
of the Council. If this condition did not 
militate against democratic control the fact 
that the administrative power lies in the 
president, in whom is vested appointive au- 
thority, would be enough to discourage any- 
one from attempting to interfere with the 
activities of the Council. When it profess- 
es to speak for twenty millions of Protest- 
ants in this country, such a statement is 
deflated by the following examples: 

“(a). The united Lutheran Church in 
America, after a careful investigation of 
the Federal Council, voiced their disap- 
proval in a series of resolutions from which 
we quote the following: ‘The Federal Coun- 
cil, through the multiplication of commis- 
sions, is projecting its activities to such a 
degree that only one of two things can re- 
sult in no distant future: (1) It must col- 
lapse from within or (2) it must be recog- 
nized as a superchurch body * * * it shows 
strong tendencies to foster and promote 
certain things which involve unfaithfulness 
and compromise in full testimony to the 
truth.’ 

“(b.) The Presbyterian Church, by its gen- 
eral Assembly, voted, June 2, 1926, that 
‘In the future all pronouncements upon 
great moral questions, contemplated by the 
Federal Council, be submitted to the Gen- 
eral Assembly for approval.’ 

“We have before us a copy of the Pres- 
byterian, April 23, 1931, carrying an arti- 
cle entitled ‘The Federal Council’ from 
which we copy the following: ‘Every once in 
a while someone, myself included, tries to 
awaken the conscience of our church lead- 
ers to the futility of longer remaining an in- 


tegral part of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America and yet, 
year by year, we continue to pay into the 
treasury of this organization something 
like $18,000 to allow a few propagandists to 
carry on an extensive campaign which, in 
my judgment, is not only anti-Christian but 
anti-American. It can easily be shown that 
a very considerable number of the men who 
are in complete control of the Federal 
Council’s doings are hand-in-glove linked 
up with the most destructive elements 
within our country and, whether wittingly 
or unwittingly, are lending themselves to 
organizations of one name or another that 
are determined to bring about the destruc- 
tion of our national life * * * please ask 
these men, and some of their associates 
composing the administrative committee as 
to their affiliations with such organizations 
as the following: The Industrial 
Workers of the World, The Commun- 
ity Forum, The American Civil  Lib- 
erties Union, The Intercollegiate Socialistic 
Society, * * * to mention only a few of the 
interlockings of these men who compose 
the Administrative Committee of the Fed- 
eral Council. A pretty lot of bed fellows 
are they not? What chance, I ask you, 
have the twenty-eight men who represent 
the churches, if they all had their eyes 
open, against such an alignment as this? 

“‘One of our great religious leaders has 
expressed these opinions concerning the 
Federal Council: ‘It is not in harmony with 
the distinctively American doctrine of the 
separation of church and state * * * they 
are mostly hair-splitting theologians—their 
religious fervor makes them dangerous to 
our common weal where they get far afield 
from the things that should concern them 
most. * * * There are plenty of red-blooded 
Americans among the membership of our 
churches who are being grossly misrepre- 
sented by this organization.’ 

“The mantie of the former president of 
the Council, Dr. Cadman, now rests upon 
the shoulders of Bishop Francis J. McCon- 
nell, who has been identified with activities 
that have received much praise from the so- 
cialist, communist and radical press. He 
was one of the endorsers of the Lane at- 
tack on Military Training which was fi- 
nanced by the Radical, Free-Love Garland, 
Socialistic Fund. Applying to Bishop Mc- 
Connell the old proverb that a person is 
known by the company he keeps, we find 
him a cooperator and defender of the Rev. 
Harry F. Ward, who, in turn, is a defender 
of the I. W. W., the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union, active cooperator with several 
organizations which, during the World 
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War, were disloyal and subversive. He is a 
defender and advocate of syndicalism, so- 
cialism and communism. 

“Of Dr. McFarland, formerly General 
Secretary of the Federal Council, and a 
member of the Chaplain’s Reserve Corps, it 
is said on page 199 of ‘Pastors, Politicians, 
Pacifists’, ‘he takes a great interest in the 
selection of Reserve Chaplains, the denomi- 
nations having supinely turned over to the 
Federal Council the functions of certifying 
their clergymen of commissions in the Re- 
serve Corps. He has been alluded to by 
certain of his fellow clergymen as the 
‘Senior Protestant Cardinal, and a logical 
candidate for Papal honors in case of a va- 
cancy.’ 

“Resolutions have been introduced in Con- 
gress charging the Federal Council with 
co-operating with, and frequently working 
under, radical groups. The same radical 
groups are affiliated with the Third Inter- 
nationale which is seeking the destruction 
of all churches and to stifle all religion. 

“(c). That among the leaders of the Fed- 
Council has combatted every measure of 
adequate defense. 

“(d). That among the leaders of the Fed- 
eral Council are men who are active and 
influential directors in many radical and 
subversive organizations. 

“With such extremists do some of these 
rulers of the Federal Council march, the 
cadence for which is established by the 
Third Internationale at Moscow * * * It 
is believed that sinister motives actuate the 
operation of all organizations which are di- 
rectly or indirectly associated with the 
loathsome and unspeakable abominations 
emanating from Russia. To permit any 
such authority as the recommendation of 
Army Chaplains to be vested in an organ- 
ization which has such entangling alliances 
as do some of the officials of the Federal 
Council is to invite the gradual percolation 
of doctrines which are not only tainted 
with a brand of patriotism of the anemic 
kind but also to make possible the entrance 
into the Army and Navy persons who would 
sow the seed of sedition and treason. In 
these days when Reds are multiplying on 
every hand, especially in our higher educa- 
tional institutions, it is believed that every 
precaution should be exercised to preserve 
intact those branches of our service which 
have always stood for the preservation of 
our flag and constitution.” 

The above constitutes about half of what 
we wrote in our thesis. Friends who read 
same persuaded this writer to continue his 
research with the result that after months 
of diligent study the manuscript for our 
book was prepared and submitted to sev- 
eral outstanding patriotic men and women 
for review. ; 

When “Tainted Contacts” appeared it 
was subjected to an attack by those whose 
activities it disclosed. In the appendix to 
the book we deal with the charge of the 
Secretary of the Federal Council that we

Church has never been primarily from 
pagan persecution, infidel assaults, or even 
from the debauchery of society in general, 
but from the very heart of the household of 
faith, among its trusted leaders, just as 
Jesus was betrayed by His “own familiar 
friend.” 

The story of the apostasy is not new. 
The true history of the church has never 
been written, except in the annals of heaven. 
But God has seen fit to paint us a picture 
of the Church in its battle against the mys- 
tery of Satan, and we can find this picture 
in the second and third chapters of Revela- 


on. 

In Bible times the evening preceded the 
morning in the course of the day, and Jesus 
in speaking of His return, urged His dis- 
ciples to watch lest He should come at eve- 
ning, or at midnight, or at cock crowing or 
in the morning. Hence we may look upon 
this present dispensation as the age of 
night in which the evil powers of darkness 
are working with all their might and main. 

The Evening Watch 

The Jewish dispensation or day had come 
to an end at the cross. The world’s night 
began when we rejected the light of God at 
Calvary. The evening of a new day began, 
and Jesus sent His disciples out into the 
world as candles to shed a gleam of light 
for the weary wayfarers through the dark- 
ness. But the Lord was betrayed in the 
house of His friends, as is shown in the 
letter to the church at Ephesus. He says 
that the church had lost its first love. The 
leaven of the apostasy was working and the 
second betrayal of the Lord had begun. 
The church was beginning to love the things 
of the world. It was in the evening watch 
that the Lord was betrayed, and by His 
friends. 

Yet many were true to Him, and even 
though the mystery of lawlessness was 
working the church multiplied, and the 
Gospel was taken into the very fortresses of 
paganism until the whole world was shaken 
by this dynamite of God, The Smyrna 
letter shows the ten terrible persecutions 
which would have blotted out the church 
had it not been from God. Finally Rome 
accepts the gospel and the evening watch is 


ended. 
The Midnight Watch 

The darkness of midnight now closes 
down. The persecutions have ceased and 
a new form of church government is creep- 
ing in. The Pergamum period occupies the 
first half of the midnight watch. Instead 
of the simple local autonomy of the early 
church we see mitered prelates assuming 
to rule with authority over the churches. 
These prelates organize to protect them- 
selves and to exploit the people, and they do 
it in the name of Christ. The Clergy King- 
dom takes charge of the Church of Christ 
contrary to the Word of God. 

As the midnight watch draws on to its 
end the darkness deepens. The Thyatira 
age shows the Clergy Kingdom complete. 
The church has become a hideous mixture 
of paganism and Judaism with a sprinkling 
of Christianity. This is the darkest hour 
of a dark, dark night. Dark Ages! The 
Adulterous Roman Church is queen; Christ 
has come to trial, has been condemned and 


cast out. 
The Cock Crowing 

But the morning is approaching and the 
cock crowing watch has come. The Sardis 
period pictures the Reformation, and alas, 
also the schismatic church. Loud and clear 
comes the voice of the courageous reform- 
ers breaking the silence of the night. They 
are calling the peoste back to truth. But 
no works of theirs were perfected, for this 


is the hour of denial, and like Peter the very 
ones who owed so much to their Lord denied 
His name. 


Culture is set to lead Christ and 


the apostasy marches on scattering its 
brood of divided churches and officialism. 

But also like Peter there were many who 
wept bitterly, and the true church comes 
into the Philadelphia period. A door for 
the Gospel is opened which cannot be shut. 
The period of restoration of the Scripture 
begins. The name of Christ is exalted and 
His word is kept. A loyal remnant is re- 
building the temple after a weary march 
from the Babel of denominationalism to the 
city of God. 

The Morning Watch 

But the rock of culture upon which the 
reformers stumbled, and where the apostasy 
flourished through pride of intellect is also 
to become a stumbling block to the restora- 
tion. The nearer we approach the final 
triumph of Christ the harder Satan is work- 
ing to overthrow those who would be faith- 
ful to Him. The morning watch is here, 
the church is in the Laodicean period. It 
feels that it is rich in the things of this 
world and needs not the riches of Christ. 
He has been driven from the church by 
those who hold a form of godliness but deny 
the power thereof. The blood of the cross 
is a hateful thing to them; a social gospel is 
their highest aim; the things of the flesh 
their highest desire; and they rule the 
church although they know not the mean- 
ing of the new birth, holding membership 
because it is a cloak of respectability to 
mask their hypocrisy. Christ is crucified by 
the hands of lawless men who pose as the 
spiritual leaders of the people. 

The Day Star 

But the darkest hour precedes the dawn. 
The morning star trembles on the horizon; 
the birds stir in the trees; a gentle breeze 
springs up to whisper in joy that day is ap- 
proaching. 

“Day! Faster and more fast, 

Over night’s brim day boils at last. 

Boils pure gold o’er the cloud cup’s brim— 

But forth one wavelet, then another curls, 

Till the whole sunrise, not to be suppressed, 


Rises, reddens, till its seething breast, 
Flickers in bounds, grows gold, then overflows the 


world.” 

Ah, ye watchers in the darkness! Lift 
up your eyes, the Day Star arises! The 
long night is almost past; the dawn hastens 
on. And listen! in the stillness comes a 
whisper, a whispered word of infinite 
sweetness heard only by those who are of 


‘the Bride; a word of infinite comfort and 


inexpressible joy, “Behold, I come quickly.” 
And out of the waiting hearts rings the 
answer, the one unanswered prayer of all 
ages, “Even so, come Lord Jesus.” 

And so we wait and watch in patience, 
knowing that the long, long night is pass- 
ing when the mystery of Satan shall be 
hurled into oblivion, and the truth shall be 
enthroned in the hearts of men as Jesus is 
crowned King of Kings and Lord of Lords 
and the voice of all creation is raised in the 
song of praise before His throne, “Unto 
Him that sitteth on the throne, and unto the 
Lamb, be the blessing and the honor, and 
the glory and the dominion, forever and 
ever.”

most unique way. Following are some of 
the stirring adventures which they have re- 
corded: 

I have visited 83 different towns and 
have held 48 large public gatherings. Be- 
sides this I have held 118 meetings in priv- 
ate homes. Such exclamations as “Never 
have we heard such things in the Catholic 
church!” “What precious truth!” “Why 
haven’t the priests told us this wonderful 
News!” 

Sometimes when we give out tracts they 
tear them to bits or burn them before us. 
Others stop their ears so as not to hear, so 
great is the fanaticism among these down- 
trodden people. However, many listen at- 
tentively, accept God’s Word and are saved. 
And oh, what a change takes place in their 
lives! 

I have dealt with many Roman Catholic 


priests. They know but little of the Word 
of God. How then can they teach it to 
others? No wonder the pecple are ignor- 


ant. God has marvellously wrought. Many 
hearts have been opened to receive the Gos- 
pel. 

In Spain 60 percent are atheists; 30 per 
cent indifferent; only 5 per cent are sincere 
Roman Catholics. We begam the year under 
a dictatorship of oppression. Today we are 
free to preach the Gospel as never before. 

Returning to my own town I gave cut 
tracts and saw women tear them up before 
my face. I was told that the priests say 
our books are vile and that we are to be 
shunned, and that therefore, they must not 
listen to us. Nevertheless they do in spite 
of the priests. 

We are now holding open air meetings 
and preaching the Gospel everywhere with 
freedom, freedom never known before in 
Spain. The authorities defend us, former- 
ly they would have killed us. We are using 
the public halls extensively for the preach- 
ing of the Gospel and we boldly proclaim 
the Message of Salvation. At one place the 
president of the Socialists came and said he 
had decided to follow the Lord. Later, the 
secretary declared that he had lost all faith 
in God and had become an atheist because 
of the injustices which he had seen in the 
Roman Catholic church. But now he had 
heard the truth and accepted it. In many 
towns where we used to be persecuted we 
are today received and our message ac- 
cepted. 

In the Laborers’ Hall we spoke to a large 


tory,” “idolatory,” etc. The women at first 
were timid because of the threats of the 
priests, but later came in large numbers. 
We closed two weeks’ meetings, speaking 
the second week on the love of God as re- 
vealed in Jesus Christ. 

Thus we are witnessing today as never 
before in the history of the country, the 
proclamation of the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
in all its purity in Spain. Our hearts are 
filled with praise as we press forward. 
Under God we are depending upon the 
Christians of America and Canada to sup- 
port us. There are vast provinces yet to 
be reached. Many more Evangelists must 
be trained and sent forth. Spain has a 
right to hear the Gospel of which her people 
have been in ignorance for so many cen- 
turies.

An editorial in one of the leading jour- 
nals in Spain recently exclaimed, “We, who 
have come to know North America, only 
by means of the press, her literature, the 
cine, and perhaps at best, by the few rare 
references afforded us by a select number 
of friends, who have made brief excursions, 
either for business or pleasure, can never 
comprehend, accustomed as we are to the 
slow rythm of ‘OLD EUROPE’, the extra- 
ordinary events, that are continually taking 
place there.” “The American has elim- 
inated the word ‘impossible’ from his dic- 
tionary.” “Undoubtedly, America is a coun- 
try, whose people in no way resemble any 
other part of the world. Her inhabitants 
have, it is undeniable, a distinct mode of be- 
ing, other ideas, different customs, another 
civilization, singular moral standards, and 
their whole concept of life in no way coin- 
cides with that of ours.” 

Thus we come face to face with an atti- 
tude and a tradition, which is almost, if not 
altogether, as resistant as that one refer- 
red to in “East is East, and West is West, 
etc.” It is very difficult for the American 


people to realize that this situation prevails

in a political and international way, but we 
are forced to admit that it does; and that 
likewise there exists a religious aspect, in 
the which we must recognize a condition 
that is born of the ages, and in its adaman- 
tine hardness requires a_ statesman-like 
analysis and a deeply spiritual solution. 

Many and positive have been the affirma- 
tions that the Spanish Inquisition was sim- 
ply a_ political expedient, and that the 
Church of Rome could in no wise be held 
responsible for the blood of the 634,354 vic- 
tims of the terrible religious zeal, which 
was so horribly displayed. 

Even today, when the spectacle we be- 
hold is a wonder of the ages, SPAIN, POLI- 
TICALLY FREE FROM ROMAN CATHO- 
LIC DOMINATION, there are not a few, 
who claim direct spiritual descendency from 
the Apostles, and without having the slight- 
est comprehension of what the “Gospel of 
the Grace of God” is, still insist that they 
have a full right to reverent recognition, de- 
claring at the same time that those who 
preach the unadulterated Word of God are 
pouring out poison and hellish propaganda, 
insisting that they should be extirpated. 

‘the Crying Need 

Spain needs the GOSPEL OF JESUS 
CHRIST today more than any thing else in 
the world. How can we remove the “gates 
of brass”, and break down the walls of pre- 
judice and superstition and ignorance, and 
get the true message over to this people? 
The true spirit of Christianity was literally 
killed out; there remained only the full im- 
plantation of the worst form of paganism. 
Thank God, the day has dawned, in the 
which a people, who have “sat in darkness 
and the shadow of death”, have the privi- 
lege of seeing and hearing the truth accord- 
ing to their own free will. Unless they hear 
they perish. 

Reaction, nevertheless, is today so strong 
that it has become very difficult to know 
how to proceed in many piaces. More em- 
phatic and as true as ever are the words of 
the late Rev. Charles Inwood, D.D., F.R.G.S., 
who visited Spain in 1921, “Christianity is 
on its trial in Europe, as in no other land; 
the drift from God from the supernatural, 
from the truly spiritual, is appalling. Peo- 
ple are turning with disgust from Chris- 
tianity because they confound it with a poli- 
tical and immoral clericalism. .... I would 
not utter one word to divert a gift, or pray- 
er, or ministry from heathen lands, but the 
neglect of Europe in this fateful hour is 
criminal and ought to cease. 

“Spain, the home of the Inquisition, is 
one of the most needy and neglected fields 
in Europe. If ignorance, fanaticism and 
immorality constitute a call for the Light 
and Grace and Purity of the Gospel, the 
need and cry from Spain is loud and bitter 
indeed.” 

Our motto must be, “Vanquish the dark- 
ness with Gospel Light.” This we are en- 
deavoring to do by every possible method, 
under any circumstance. 

Methods And Work

before him; the artist must go to view and 
study his landscape; in great engineering 
enterprises it is frequently impossible to 
work out the major problems, except “on 
the ground.” This is the principle upon 
which we have been working, and we find 
that the task is more stupendous than any 
material undertaking. 


When our ministry began in Spain in some 
respects we were very circumscribed in our 
activity; but within a little more than a year 
the doors of opportunity were flung wide 
open, and our responsibilities were very 
greatly multiplied. Perhaps the greatest 
need in Spain today is for men trained un- 
der deeply spiritual influence, who with spe- 
cial tact and holy wisdom could go out to 
minister to the spiritual cravings of a starv- 
ing nation. Divine enlightenment and de- 
finite application are the two requisites 
which we emphasize and seek to instill into 
those who are selected to carry forward 
this work and realize our objectives. 

Home Training Bible School 

That we are moving forward in the full 
will of God in this splendid undertaking is 
evidenced by a number of facts. The need 
requires it very especially at the present 
time. Little did we realize when our pre- 
liminary efforts were being put forth, just 
two years ago now, how near we were to the 
great political upheaval, which should so 
radically change not only the governmental 
forces but the spiritual control which domi- 
nated them. Our position, we may well 
consider, is symbolized by the part which 
the Bible students took in the public demon- 
strations immediately upon declaration of 
the Republic. A large national banner was 
hastily prepared; and when the official cele- 
brations took place the Institute banner was 
in the lead, carried by the young evangel- 
ists. At the same time thousands of leaf- 
lets were distributed, celebrating Liberty of 
Conscience and extending a cordial invita- 
tion to the general public, to attend the 
services at the evangelical chapel. 

Our work has gone steadily forward, and 
along with the theoretical training, which 
the young men in our Bible School have re- 
ceived, their practical work is of supreme 
importance. Many and varied are their 
activities, but in each department they 
must be trained if they are to lead the rank 
and file’ for the spiritual advancement of 
Spain. 

Tract Distribution 

Perhaps the most simple method of Chris- 
tian work is done by the distribution of the 
printed page. Good tracts in large quan- 
tities are indispensable. A_ tract, well 
placed, has often resulted in the opening of 
the eyes of the blind; and once interested, 
they frequently call for more, with the 
blessed result of salvation coming to many. 

Sometimes it is necessary to “flood the 
town”, with these flying messengers, in 
order to break down prejudice, and create 
an “atmosphere”. Many who would read a 
tract in secret, would at first show no out- 
ward interest in the Gospel, or even be 
openly antagonistic. Varied and ofttimes 
touching are the scenes accompanying the 
handing out of religious literature. A cer- 
tain incident in Mr. Smith’s experience, 
upon his visit here, has many times been 
repeated, when scores of people struggled 
to obtain a copy of “Good News” or a por- 
tion of the Scripture. They begged for and 
sometimes snatched the tracts from us. 
Many precious stories have come to us as a 
result of this kind of evangelization. 


Evangelization By Post 
Under ordinary methods it is practically 
impossible to reach the higher class of so- 
ciety in Spain with the Evangelical message. 
Marvelous results have been obtained in 


other fields by taking advantage of the pos- 
tal service, in conjunction with the valuable 
lists of classified professions. 

Quite recently this special line of work 
has been undertaken on a moderate scale 
by the Spanish Gospel Mission, and many 
most encouraging returns have come in. 
We would earnestly request very special 
support in this unique sphere. Further 
word concerning this activity is given in 
another article. 


Personal Conversation 


Of course, as frequently occurs, by means 
of a tract offered, a skilled worker intro- 
duces himself into a conversational ac- 
quaintance. Soon explanations are asked 
for and gladly given. Many very interest- 
ing incidents can be called to mind concern- 
ing the practicability of this method. “And 
they went everywhere ‘gossiping the Gos- 
pel’.”” On one occasion one of the young 
evangelists approached a woman who stood 
leisurely in her doorway, offering her a 
tract with a view to open conversation along 
spiritual lines. It turned out that the wo- 
man was very deaf; as he endeavored to 
speak to her she pointed to her ears and 
urged him to speak louder. He raised his 
voice considerably, but she did not hear. 
Still louder he spoke; but still she could not 
hear. He decided to shout his words to her, 
and as he did so, very loudly, many of the 
neighbors appeared in their doorways, along 
the street, to listen to explanations. The 
woman said, “Please, speak louder,” so with 
greater emphasis he made himself heard in 
all the immediate neighborhood. Many 
gathered in front of this house, and his per- 
sonal interview became an extended sermon 
to a large group. 


Scripture Distribution 

The conversation necessarily leads to the 
introduction of the Bible as the Word of 
God. It is remarkable that at the present 
time the. Bible is having its best sales 
among the people who have been most fan- 
atically devoted to the Roman Catholic 
Church. Heretofore it has been a prohibit- 
ed book. The Protestant Bible has been 
“Anathema.” Even many of the _ priests 
are entirely ignorant of the contents of the 
Holy Book. Time must be devoted to house- 
to-house canvassing. In the smaller meet- 


‘ings many portions and testaments are sold, 


and in the larger conferences frequently 
scores and hundreds are placed in a very 
short time. Recently we were glad to hear 
of a priest who said that he had purchased 
a Protestant Bible and some other books, 
since they were practically the same as the 
Roman Catholic books, and much cheaper. 
He said he could not afford to purchase the 
Catholic Bible. Great effort should be made 
to place Bibles in the hands of all those who 
are really earnest. Sermon after sermon 
is preached in explanation of the many 
verses read, and very often to large groups, 
who do not recognize the sermonizing, but 
manifest a great spiritual lLunger. 


Family Gatherings And Home Meetings 

Not infrequently a visit is made to some 
interested one, in order to explain some 
mooted point in religion. Immediately up- 
on the arrival of a worker the relatives and 
neighbors gather in, invited or no, curious 
to hear what is being said. Another way 
to obtain entrance is to offer to go to any 
other home to tell them more of Bible truth. 
In these activities we find the beginnings 
of church formation. Ofttimes the reports 
read, “The room was filled, with many in 
the street.” It is not unusual to find as 
many as fifty or sixty pressed into a very 
small room. They stand at attention, some- 
times almost smothered, in these meetings, 
which last from an hour to an hour and a 
half, listening very attentively to the simple 
explanations of Scripture, as well as ans- 
wers to their interesting questions. Many 
homes now are open and standing invita- 


tions await acceptance. Doors wide open 
that we should enter. A visit is made and 
then weeks pass before a worker can get 
back. How loud is the call, but as yet, how 
few there are to respond to this great need. 


Halls and Chapels 

It is an event of great importance when 
a “local” or chapel is dedicated in one or 
the other of the towns visited. Usually a 
well advertised meeting, or perhaps several 
are held, in some larger hall or theater. 
From here invitations are given out for the 
inauguration of the “capilla”, where a series 
of meetings are continued for a time, follow- 
ed by the regular services according to their 
regular programme The groups of bap- 
tised believers are given charge of their 
local work, by the ordination of elders, who, 
in the form of a committee, carry on. These 
groups are visited from time to time as op- 
portunity affords, for counsel and encour- 
agement in the Lord. 


Large Special Public Meetings 

At the present time there are very few 
capable men in Spain, who can attend to 
this highly specialized ministry. Some 
magnificent results have been obtained in 
the larger gathering places. We are pray- 
ing God to make it possible to go forward 
in a very positive way with the men avail- 
able. Sr. Miguel Aguilera is one of the 
outstanding spiritual men in this country, 
and upon his shoulders must fall a great 
portion of the work, the like of which in 
America we classify as strong, evangelistic 
campaigns. 

In the training of our young men for this 
definite line of work, we count it a special 
privilege to be able to place them from time 
to time with him, in order that they might 
gain an intimate knowledge of his methods 
and presentation. 

It must be remembered that in Spain 
there is no Biblical background upon which 
to build in these great gatherings. Very 
tactfully the evangelist must remove pre- 
judice, distinguish between the practices of 
Roman Catholic clericalism, and the true 
faith in Christ, treat amply the principles 
of Jesus Christ in connection with daily liv- 
ing, and of course press home the truth 
that “there is none other name under heav- 
en, given among men, whereby we must be 
saved,” and “neither is there salvation in 
any other,” save Jesus Christ. 

Not only do we work and pray for the de- 
velopment of many of the young men, who, 
coming up through the many stages of 
teaching and experience, shall be able to 
dedicate themselves to this great ministry, 
hut we pray for sufficient funds to finance 
these remarkable campaigns in many of 
the large centers of Spain, from North to 
South, and East to West. 


Sr. Aguilera has come up through many 
vears of hard training, which have develop- 
ed him into the sagacious and truly gifted 
evangelist that he is today. We are trust- 
ing God to give us many men of similar ca- 
pacity who may be God-trained and who will 
be able to storm the strongholds of Satan, 
and under God’s anointing do “exploits” in 
the spreading of the Truth and the salvation 
of multitudes of souls. 

“Seeing The Invisible” 

Spain of yesteryear spread her influences 
around the world, under the sign of the 
cross; and then through the pressure of the 
tightening grip of Rome, shriveled and 
shriveled, until she could shrink no more. 
Finally in great desperation the bands of 
oppression have been broken asunder, and 
who shall say, but, that by properly dis- 
charging our duties before God, under the 
new era, another superior spiritual force 
shall be set in motion; and God’s power and 
Grace shall permeate this land until the im- 
pulse shall extend far and wide and aid de- 
cisively in the extension of the Dominion of 
the King of kings and Lord of lords.

falsified when stating that the President of 
the Federal Council had any relationship 
to the American Civil Liberties Union. 

Space does not permit us to reproduce 
here what may be found in our book, but as 
an illustration of the tactics inspired by 
these officials of the Federal Council we 
quote the following from an attack on my 
book as it appeared in the “Presbyterian of 
the South” of May 18, 1932: “And of the 
same unworthy type is the fact that on 
page 61 he (Sanctuary) talks about a cer- 
tain pamphlet ‘which for the preservation 
of the self-respect of our readers, we will 
not name,’ when in reality the pamphlet 
is printed by one of the most honored of 
our denominations, and is an earnest plea 
for intelligence on the part of leaders of 
young people.” 

The magazine “Our Hope,” edited by Dr. 
A. C. Gaebelein, carried in its May issue 
the following statement regarding the pam- 
phlet referred to above: “Some of the con- 
tents of this brochure (which we refused to 
even name) are shocking. Question No. 18 
is of such a nature that we dare not quote 
it on account of its vile suggestiveness. On 
page 64 is a part of the report of the Com- 
mittee on Marriage and Homemaking of the 
Federal Council of Churches on Birth Con- 
trol. This is given under the title ‘The 
View of the Church.’ Under this head we 
find a sub-title, ‘Consideration Relevant to 
Sex Ethics.’ This is an excerpt from the 
report of the sub-committee on Social Hy- 
giene. It condemns prostitution. And here 
as a ‘view of the church’ we find a condem- 
nation of youth indulging with FRIENDS. 
But in the next paragraph a remedy is sug- 
gested. We quote it: ‘Youth has another 
possible form of sex satisfaction, namely, 
indulgence with ONE friend. This excludes 
promiscuity and it may become the inti- 
mate expression of love.’ Astonishing, if 
this is not the road to free love then what 
is it? * * * And how long will thou- 
sands of true Christian believers continue 
to be unequally yoked in certain organiza- 
tions with unbelievers?” 

Inasmuch as officials of the Federal 
Council are broadcasting a leaflet entitled: 
“The Truth about the Federal Council, An 
Analysis of Col. Sanctuary’s ‘Tainted Con- 
tacts’,” we feel that the time has come 
for an open answer to this superchurch, 
which has been called “the Protestant 
Pope.” 

Every true Christian who reads the pam- 
phlet quoted by Dr. Gaebelein will readily 
see that it is communist propaganda of the 
rankest kind. The Pioneer Youth, a branch 
of Communism, has for its object the de- 
struction of the home and an effective 
means to that end is a vile sex question- 
naire which is being circulated amongst the 
youth of Russia. Certain educational “tour” 
leaders brought back that questionnaire to 
this country. It was submitted to upper 
class women at Smith College. Here are 
three of its questions: “Would you, under 
favorable circumstances, indulge in extra 
marital sex relations after marriage? Do 
you think it an advantage or a disadvan- 
tage for a woman to have sex experience 
before marriage? Should girls have more 
freedom to seek sex experience before mar- 
riage than is now generally approved?” 

Let it be said to the praise of two educa- 
tional institutions west of the Mississippi 
River that when its trustees found this 
questionnaire being circulated in their col- 
leges they were not long in divorcing 
themselves from a mind which reeked with 
such filth. And yet, under problems of so- 
ciology, sex in one form or another is hon- 
eycombing our educational institutions. 


Every student of history knows that it has 
been the nemesis of the nations of the past. 
One can find it in the etymology of the 


word “play” in Exodus 82, 6. It was sex 
which devitalized Egypt and Rome. So vile 
did it become in the latter nation that its 
senate had to legislate against it. Let the 
reader study what transpired under the 
form of Phallic worship and the Vestal 
Virgins. Who has not heard of the “Wicked 
Bible” which omitted the word “not” from 
the seventh commandment and yet because 
we have dared to expose a pornographic 
leaflet produced by authority of the Federal 
Council of Churches its officials say that 
our charge ends in a “reductio ad ab- 
surdam.” In our estimation this shows how 
far they have departed from being able to 
give utterance to pronouncements which 
voice the sentiment of that great group of 
Christians and Patriots whose name they 
are using in vain and who, if tested by the 
standards of simple decency, will show that 
they speak, not for Bible-loving folk but for 
those who are their enemies. Under the 
cloak and guise of professed Christianity 
(Churches of Christ) one detects the sub- 
tle hand of a “Tainted Contact” of the com- 
munist brand. What they interpret as be- 
ing an absurdity will turn out to be some- 
thing of a more serious nature when the 
common folk from the fork of the creek, as 
well as those who have kept aloof from the 


apostate, Laodicean state of the professing 
church, have an opportunitiy to express 
themselves. This can be effectively done, 
we believe, by letting the people become ac- 
quainted with “Tainted Contacts.”
